The 6A7 and 6A8 are identical except for the base and topcap. The grid 
arrangement is different from the 6SA7/6BE6, 6SB7 and most of the current 
pentagrid mixers. Instead of grid 2 &4 beingg the screen, grid 3 & 5 is the 
screen. That makes replacement difficult. I researched this problem when 
6A7's got scarce for my Navy "LM" frequency meters. Wound up usin g 6A8 
tubes with a home made adapter. Works great. 


The people who own the Zenith portables have a similar problem with the fact 
Zenith decided to use the oddball 1L6 pentagrid tube instead of the 1R5 
everyone else used! 1L6's bring a pretty penny nowadays! 


Don't know why that grid arrangement was used on the early pentagrid 
converters. Maybe someone else has a clue.
